S.R.O. 264. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 60 of the Canton- 
ments Act, 1024 (2 of 1024), the Cantonment Board, Aurangabad hereby imposes 
with the previous sanction of the Central Government a non-refundable octroi 
on all goods and animals mentioned in column 2 of Schedule I annexed hereto and 
brought within the limits of the Cantonment of Aurangabad for consumption, use 
or sale therein, at the rates specified in the corresponding entries in column 3 of 
that Schedule, payable by the person bringing the goods within the said limits;

the cost of these articles shall be calculated by adding to the cost 
price of the article, the charges incurred till their- arrival at the 
import octroi post. 

(7) If the amount leviable comes to less than two paise, a minimum of two 

paise shall be charged. 

(6) For the purpose of computing the octroi payable on fraction of a 
quintal, the following schedule shall be adopted: — 

From 1 KG to 5 KG shall be reckoned as 1/20 Quintal. 

From 6 KG to 10 KG shall be reckoned as 1/10 Quintal. 

From 11 KG to 20 KG shall be reckoned as 1/5 Quintal. 

From 21 KG to 25 KG shall he reckoned as 1/4 Quintal. 

From 26 KG to 50 KG shall be reckoned as 1/2 Quintal. 

From 5t KG to 7- KG shall be reckoned as 3/4 Quintal. From 76 KG to too KG shall be 
reckoned as 1 Quintal.
